A man not drafted before OK is 


10 because of deferment "an

drafted anytime after 'that- until 
lie is 35 — unless the reason; lor 
his deferment remains unchanged 
until he is 35 


While the new law says the reg- 


ular draft is to continue only until 
July 1 1955 It also says that after 
that date men who ,huve piistied 
their 6th birthday without . being 
drafted — because of deferment— 
will continue to be draftuble unt1!

for those who are now under 20 
but remain deferred until they are 
36 because: 


They are married an<j have a 


child or because they are college 
students with high marks or be 
cause they are In an essential job 
and so on 


When they reach 88 and their 


status changes — for Instance the 
married man's one child dies or 
the student finishes school or tho 
man in the essential job swr.ches 
to a non-essential one — they must 
report that fact to the draft board. 
They then can be drafted 


But there is another side to this 


picture: 


Any man who reaches M without 


being drafted — but has no: been 
deferred — cannot be draftoJ afwr 
reaching 2tt 


The new law does not change,
